But there is a ‘‘but’’, 
These figures apply only to 
skids on ice close to 32 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

Research shows that of 
the half-dozen or so factors 
which bear on the relative 
effectiveness of studded 
tires, the temperature ofthe 
ice is at the top of the list. 

Studs exert their greatest 
stopping power on ice near 
the melting point (where, 
incidentally, the skid hazard 
is greatest.) As the ice 
temperature falls, the studs 
lose their effectiveness, At 
10 degrees below zero, they 
are no better than snow 
tires,
